The handling of no fewer than 
4,000 cases, involving the wel- 
fare of 7,600 young people, is 
the record now attained by the 
Society for the Protection of 
Children. It is a record of 
which’ the voluntary workers 
associated with the Society may 
well be proud, for it implies the 
bringing of better. health and 
more happiness to thousands of 
poor juveniles whose parents 
are utterly unable, by reason of 
poverty, to provide. the neces- 
sities of life, let alone medical 
trentment, .for their . offspring. 
Some idea of the extent of this 
poverty maybe gained from the 
fact that in cases dealt with last 
month, there were 19 in which 
no-income at: all was: being: re- 
ceived, whilst the average 
monthly income per head in the 
other cases was well below the 
two-dollar mark! It is almost im- 
possible for the ordinary. in- 
dividual of even modest means 
to envisage what this means. 
These unfortunate people who 
are helped by the Society can- 
not, in the majority of cases, 
afford to rent even a cubicle; 
they have .to be content with, 
bed-spaces. which in many in- 
stances have to do duty for a 
whole family. When the So- 
ciety was first launched, the ut- 
most. difficulty was experienced 
in inducing. poor people to accept 
medical’ and othor help, but of 
late there has been a growing 


_|disposition on the part of those 


needing assistance and advice to 
visit the Society’s centres, no 
fewer than 2,558 such visits be- 
ing paid during last month. 
Thia of itself is proof of the ap- 
preciation now shown of the 
humanitarian work of the So- 
ciety. Not-only does this work 
include the provision of médical 
aid, milk, ete, but it also in- 
volves the maintenance of deser- 
ving cases: in various institu- 
tions- and the granting of sup- 
plics'.to others. In short, tho 
Society is doing its utmost, 
within the resources available, 
to brighten the lives and improve 
the prospects of a section of the 


community which finds it ex- 


tremely difficult to keep above 
the mere subsistence level. 
is,. moreover, interesting itself 
in the question of the possible 
provision of children’s hospitals, 
the need of which has long been 
felt. Admittedly, only the 
fringo of a big social problem is

Comment on the silver flutters of

of influential people, though ‘they 
may have Ueen founded on no bet- 
ter evidence than something heard 
through the crack in the door. Un- 
fortunately a newspaper is not in 
a position to obtain elther con- 
firmation or denial of auch rumours 
in a moment. The Treasury De- 
partment at Washington ix most 
secrctive. Moreover, a paper re- 
ceiving such o startling piece of 
information as that published by 


‘| the Journal of Commerce must haa- 


ten to publiah ft, in the public 
interest, unless Ht ia contradicted. 
It has been hinted that perhaps the 
Treasury Department itsclf waa 
responsible for the rumour’ that it 
was about to change its policy, its 
endeavour being to shnke out the 
“bull” operators and stabilise the 
market. Whatever the case may 
be, the Washington. reports were 
almost universally accepted at their 
face value and the markets respond- 
ed with a crash.

INSTRUMENTS OF EDUCATION 


The aye is fruitful in new 
mediuma of eduction. Do the 
authorities take full advantage of 
them? To this question Sir John 
Reith, director general of the Bri- 
tish -Broadeasting Corporiition, 
and Sir James Marchant, chair- 
man of visual education, reply 
with a resounding no, Accord- 
ing to Sir John Reith, not more 
than 20 per cent of the education- 
al authorities in Britain use the 
instructional servicer provided by 
the B.B.C.; yet, he maintains, tho 
sum of £400,000, spread over five 
yenrs, would equip every, school 
in the country with a receiving 
set. The sume is true of cinema 
projectors, declares Sir: James 
Marchant. Many excellent educa- 
tional films have been manufac- 
tured, especially in the sphere of 
natural history; and the educa- 
tive and cultural value of the 
B. B. C.'s radiocasts to schools, 
contributed by eminent authors, 
acholars,- statesmen—and - journal 
ists, ia well known; so that it is 
regrettable if full use is not made 


of them. 


ANOTHER VIEW 


‘~But there is something to be 
said for the conservatism of 
teachers. At the beginning of 
the cras of film and radio 60 many 
extravagant claims were made on 
their behalf, sometimes to the 
effect that the whole teaching 
staff of the natjon would be ren- 
dered obsolete, that the natural 
reaction mny well have been to 
doubt whether these two. new 
mediums were really of much 
educational value at all, Any- 
thing that tends to show that this 
is not so fy therefore of consider- 
able potential influence in molds. 
ing the educational development 
of the country. Thus, interest is 
deservedly belng aroused by an 
experiment 
in-a school in Hemel Hempstead, 
where teats are being made to find 
out whether the educational value 
of the cinema. is increased if 
students are given an insight ine 
to the critical and technical funda- 
mentals of film art. Sucir experi- 
ments as these, which, up and 
down Europe and America, are 
probably numerous in connection 
with both cinema and radio, de- 
‘serve wide publicity; for it is 
from them that the data are 
derived which show how the best 
results may boa obtained from 
these now mediums of education, 
with the consequent. breaking 
down of such prejudice as still 
exista, 


with adequate financig] support, 
the-Society could greatly extend 
its activities.

HE realisation that some fishes,

Visitors to the Cornish const 
during the summer will see some- 
thing of the pilchard-fishing, For 
thls fish then haunts our southern 
const for food, having already 
spawned at sea. 

The young, emerging from the 
ese in mid-water, for the most part 
migrate to the west const of 
France, where they are caught In 
large numbers to provide us with 
“sardines,” for the sardine, {it is 
perhaps not generally known, is 
not a distinct species but a pil- 
chard in the immature stage. 


Migrations of the herring, on 
which vast numbers of men depend 
for a living, and which furnish no 
small part of our food-supply, arc’ 
more complicated than at one time 
was supposed. Some, like the 
Loch Fyne herring, do not migrate: 
others, which do, are now found 
to be of two races, a summer and 


‘na winter-spawning race. 


Each comes shorewards to Jay its 
eggs in the estuaries. It is the 
summer-herring whieh afford the 
most important. fisheries along the 
consts of Scotland and England. 

Why holiday-makers sve so little 
of the huge shoals of herring and 
mackerel on their .migrations is 
easily accounted for, since these 
fish rest in the decp water by day 
and come to ‘the surface to fced 
at night on the minute’ eristacea 
which then come up-in incredible 
swarms, 

But the case is different with the 
“sead,” or horse-mackerel, . which 
sometimes appear off ‘our coasts in 
vast numbers; 

“One case is on record where, from 
any given spot on the route, they 
could be seen passing jn such 
mighty hosts that, from above, they 
looked like one black mass. They 
were preying on herring-fry.

With great ‘neta, sometimes 
soveral miles in length, they inter- 
cept. tho migrants. As the nets 
are hauled in the fish are speared 
or clubbed and run ashore to be 
“canned,” : 
Of iate. years they have afforded 
exhilarating sport to anglers in the 
North Sea, off Yorkshire. Special 
tackle, however, and ‘enormous 
hooks have to be used when tunny 
are taken with a rod, and they give 
their captor an exciting and 
strenuois time. 


But the most wonderful of all 
fish migrations is that of the 
fresh-water ecl, which reverses ‘the 
habit of the salmon and goes to the 
sen to spawn. About no fish has 
there been 80 much mystery na that 
which surrounds the spawning of 
the eel. . 

‘But some thirty years ago this 
mystery was cleared up. As the 
time for spawning appronches the 
eels congregate in shonls. Such as 
Hve in fsolated ponds make their 
way overland, through the wet 
xross, at night, to the nearest 
river. : 

In Norfolk they have been seen 
swarming among the rushes that 
fringe the banks In such enormous 
numbers that the larger fish were 
thrusting the smaller half ont of 
the water. 

It is a mad rush, this journey to 
the sea, and it is the longest jour- 
ney any fish is known to make on 
o similar errand. 

The ecls hend for the Western 
Atlantic, south-east of Bermuda, 
some 3,000 miles distant, and. here, 
at a depth of about 100 fathoms, 
they lay their eggs—and dic! 

Even more strange seems the 
history of the larval cels emerging 
from these eggs, for they have to 
find thelr way back'-to the rivers 
which thelr parents Ieft. 

The journey takes about three 
years, and they undergo a great 
transformation in its course. 
Minute, transparent, shaped like n 
willow leaf, they feed on micros- 
copic organisms and having attain- 
ed toa length of about threo inches, 
they begin to grow smaller! - 


This is because the mouth has to 
be “closed for altcrations” and ao, 
for a time, they must fast, life be- 
ing sustained by absorbing some of 
the substance of the body, 

But just before they enter our 
rivera they have gained thelr new- 
modelled jaws, and they ascend the 
rivers in vast swarms, 

There is something | uncanny 
about this 3,000-miles journey of 
the infant prodigies. Though they 
are. borne. along by.the kindly. Gulf. 
Stream, which-sets out from the 
Gulf of Mexico across the Atlantic, 
there must be some subtle “urge” 
withIn them, developing what we 
may call a “thirst for fresh water.” 
This causes them to follow up Its 
first traces until the river is found, 


But the journey ia not yet end- 
ed. They disperse as they go 
jalong, and thoysanda, with wonder- 
;ful water-divining power, make 
| their way out of the water, at 
night, to craw! through’ the grass 
and find the ponds and ditches left 
by thelr parents when they sect out 
to fulfil the creative urge, There 
is no story to match this in all the 
history of shea, © | :

Basil Phillott Blackett, chairman 
of the Communications Company, 
was born In Jan, 1882, and educated 
at Marlborough and University 
College, Oxford, where he took a 
firat in Litt. Hum. In 1904 be 
entered the Treasury. His first 
connection with Indian affairg was 
fn 1913 when he became secretary 
of the Indian Finance and Currency 
Commission, serving in a similar 
capacity on.the Capital Issues Com- 
mittee in 1915. Before the War 
he was for a time representative 
of the British Treasury in America, 
‘He went to the United States In 
Oct. 1914, on a spectal mis- 
sion. relating to exchange problems 
nrising out of the war and noxt 
year- wak_a member of the Anglo- 
French mission which negotinted 
the Allicd toan of $600,000,000. In 
1916 he became a member of the 
National War Savings Committee. 
Then ‘from 1917 to 1919 he again 
represented’ the Treasury in the 
U.S. On his return he war ap- 
pointed Controller of Finance and 
in 1921 knighted (K.C.B.). 


Indian Finance i 


Blackett renewed his connection 
with India, In 1922, when he was 
made Finance Member of the 
Executive Council of the Governor- 
General—n_ post in which je was 
moat successful, When he presented 
his last Budget. {n 1928, he had 
not only got rid of heavy deficits 
and placed the finances of India in 
a position of unassailable accurity, 
but had presented the provinces 
with large sums for development, 
and this without burdening the 
masses with any extra taxation that 
could be felt by them. Whereas be- 
fore his time India waa borrowing 
on a 7 per cent. basis,.he enabled 
her to do so at little nbove the Bri- 
tish Government's level. In spite of 
great opposition from Bombay in- 
terests he sccured the stabilisation 
of the exchange at 1/6 to the 
general advantage of the trade and 
finance of the country. He sought 
to cfown his work by hia Reserve 
Bank Bill in which he provided for 
a central bank for India to be the 
currency suthority in-place of the 
Government, but it was very strong- 
ly attacked und was finally wrecked 
by the Opposition and withdrawn 
in Feb, 1928. On leaving. Indla 
Str Basil Binckett made a tour of. 
Australia, China and Japan. 


Big Interests 

In Jan. 1929. he | wos 
pointed chairman of the Com- 
munications ‘Company, the huge 
wireless and cable combine which 
merged the British Government and 
Imperially-owned cables, the 
Eastern Telegraph group and the 
Marconi. Company, the capitalisa- 
tion being nbout £53,000,000. His 
salary was £8,000 a year. A. few 
days later ho was made a director 
of the Bank-of England. He had 
also boen appolnted a deputy mem- 
ber of the Expert Committee on 
Reparations, which involved him in 
much work that had to be done in 
his spare time at night, but fortun- 
it as a sort of 
recreation after his organising 
duties on the Communications 
Company. eh 

The most noticeable things about 
him was his-charm of manner and 
his smile which explained his great 
popularity with his subordinates,

Shanghai, Aug. 10. 
British propaganda mo- 
tivates Oriental attacks on 
the American _ silver-pur- 
chase policy, according to 
James H. R. Cromwell, 
writer on economic subjects 
who is better known as the 
husband of the former Doris 
Duke, “richest girl in the 


world”. 
Declaring that British _ policy 


|secks .to thwart the American 


silver programme in order to 
perpetuate British financial con- 
trol of India, Cromwell gave his 
views on the economic forces 
affecting the Orient after first- 
hand observation .of conditions 
in the Far East, 

Great Britain, he asserted, is 
using China as a shield: in ‘an 
effort to discredit American at- 
tempts to restore the 1926 level 
of world commodity _ prices. 
Such restoration, he said, was 
the ultimate aim of America’s 
silver policy, 


Propaganda 


“In travelling through the great 
silver-using nations of the Ofient,” 
he declared, “To have found a 
atrangely co-ordinated British pro- 
paganda directed against — the 
America endeavour to restore and 
stabilise silver. * 

“Although the tuetics of the 
Roosevelt: Administration In buying 
silver without simultancously sell- 
ing gold are most regrettable, and 
although its methods of operation 
are clumsy and amuteurish, it. is 
important to remember that the 
fundamental objective ia a restora- 
tion of the international commodity 
price structure which has been 
wrecked by the policies of the Bank 
of Englund. : 


“Wily British Cousins” 
Cromwell wasailed the campaign 


can silver-buying operations, sur- 
donically observing that “while 
vociferously protesting against the 
‘outrage’ being committed ‘‘upon 
helplesa China, our wily British 
cousins who ignored Chinese pro- 
tests when their own policy wna 
destroying — the -purchasing power 
of silver, are now losing no oppor- 
tunity to make an opposite condi- 
tion unbearable.”

HE Government of In- 
dia’s plans for salvage 
operations at Quetta are 
made clear in a communique, 
issued to-day, together with 
a comprehensive report by 
Col. Russell, Public Health 
Commissioner.

The handling of no fewer than 
4,000 cases, involving: the wel- 
fare of 7,600 young people, is 
the record now attained by the 
for the Protection of 
Children. Ht of 
which the) voluntary workers 
nssociated with the Society may 
well be proud, for it implies the 
bringing: of better health and 
more happiness to thousands of 
poor juveniles whose parents 
are utterly unable, by reason of 
poverty, to provide the neces- 
sities of life, let alone medical 
treatment, for their offspring. 
Some iden of the extent of this 
poverty may be gained from the 
fret that in-cases dealt with Jast 
month, there were 19 in which 
no income at all was being re- 
ceived, whilst. the average 
monthly income per head in the 
other tases was well below the 
two-dollar mark! It is almost im- 
possible for the ordinary in- 
dividual of -even) modest means 
to envisage what this means. 
These unfortunate people who 
are helped by the Society can- 
not, in the majority of cases, 
afferd to rent even a cubicle; 
they have to be content with 
bed-spaces whieh in many in- 
stances have to do duly for a 
whole family.

Even more strange seems the 
history of the larval eels emerging 
from these exes, for they have to 
find their way back to the rivers 
which their parents left.

NOT “KING KONGS" 


“Unfortunately our Revenue 
Officers cannot be King — Kongs; 
these big fellows take advantage 
of them, fight with then and run 
away, and they are afraid to re- 
port it,” said Revenue Oflicer 
Grimmitt when prosecuting Pang 
Ming, a seaman, before Mr. W. 
Schofleld, at the Central Magis- 


tracy this morning, with “posses. 1 


sion of 28 tacls of raw opium and 
resisting arrest at the Tai Ping 
Wharf yesterday, 

Mr, Grimmitt said the defendant 
was carrying the opium con- 
cenled in his waist. Tle was 
challenged when coming off the 
Tai Ping Wharf by Chinese 
Revenue Officer No. 27. He ran 
away, wis arrested by the Revenue 
Oticer, but struggled and broke 
loose again He was agaly ar 
reated, and began fighting. The 
Revennue Ollcer then sounded his 
whiatle, and three other Revenue 
Officers arrived, It eventually 
took the four of them to “fro 
march” the “defendant slong to 
the Revenue Office. 

“This fighting and running away 
has, become quite prevalent re- 
cently, and we are going to charge 
them with obstruction in future,” 
suid) Mr. Grimmitt. . “Revenue, 
Officer No, 27 is not a big man, 
and the defendant threw him 
around like a piece of pay, until 
the others ~ arrived. ” Probably 
the defendant ix used to bullying 
people in his own village.”
